Establishment of a Governing Body for the Central Col- 
lege of Agriculture , Delhi 

No. F.33(61)/48-Inst. — IWhereas it has been decided to 
associate with the Central College of Agriculture the in- 
terested Government departments, Research Institutes, 
and other interests concerned ■' 

Now, thbrefokE, the Government of India is pleaded to 
resolve that: 

1. A Governing Body of the Central College of Agri- 
culture, Delhi, shall be established with its headquarters 

at Delhi. , > 

2. The Governing Body will perform the following 
functions namely: — 

(i) to advise the Central Government in regard to 

questions of policy the aims of the College, and 
its working generally) 

(ii) to consider and make proposals fo fhe Govern- 
, ment of India regarding new courses of study 

and other developments; 

(iii) fo make recommendations to the Government of 
India regarding . tho creation of posts and duties 
and emoluments thereof; 

(iv) to consider the budget estimates prepared by the 
Principal .of the College and to submit the same 
for the consideration of the Government of India; 

(v) to recommend the tuition fees and other fees for 
the various courses, 

(vi) to recommend tho number of free studontships 
or half free-ships; 

(vii) to deal with any quostion referred to them by 
the Government of India; 

(viii) to fix qualifications for admission, in accordance 
with the requirements of the University of Delhi 
to the various courses and the numbor of stu- 
dents to be admitted to each course; 

(ix) to frame rules regarding the award or prizes, 
etc. in accordance with tho oxisting instructions 
of the Delhi University, 

8. The composition of the Governing Body shall be as 

follows : 

(1) Secretary, Ministry of Agriculture, or his 
nominee-Chairman ; 

(2) Two representatives of the University of Delhi— 
Members. 

(8) Director, The Indian Agricultural Research Insti- 
tute, Members. 

(4) Principal, Central College of Agriculture, Delhi, 
Member. 


(6) Two representatives of Agriculturists of the 
Centrally Administered areas and states where 
Agricultural Colleges do not exist, to be nomi- 
nated by the hon. Minister for Agriculture. 

4. The Governing Body shall appoint a Secretary, not 
being a member o! the Governing Body, who Bhall sum- 
mon meetings, record proceedings, and perform such 
other clerical functions as the Governing Body may direct. 

5- The terms of office of the members of tho Govern- 
ing Body other than that of “eX-officio” members shall 
be threo years from the date of the first meeting of the 
Governing Body, provided that they shall be eligible for 
re-election and reappointment. 

(i) It shall be the duty of the Chairman .to see that 

the orders is&ued by this resolution are strictly 
observed, and be shall have all powers necessary 
for this purpose. 

(ii) The Governing Body shall meet at least once 
every academic term and shall maintain record 
of the proceedings of its meetings. 

(iii) In the absence of the Chairman or his nominee, 
who will act as Chairman, members present 
shall elect a Chairman from among those present 
at that meeting. The ruling of the Chairman in 
regard to all questions of procedure shall be 
final. 

(iv) In any emergency which, in the opinion of the 
Chairman, requires immediate action, the Chair- 
man may take such action, sb he deems neces- 
sary; but ho shall report his action to the Govern- 
ing Body at its next meeting. 

7. All casual vacancies among the members (other 
than ex-officio members) of the Governing Body shall be 
filled, as soon as possible, by the person or body ijho 
nominated the member whose place has been rendered 
vacant, and the person appointed or nominated to a 
casual vacancy Bhall be a member of the Governing Body 
for the residue of the term for which the person whose 
place he fills, would have been a member. 

8. No proceedings of the Governing Body shall he in- 
validated merely by reason of the existence of a vacanoy 
or vacancies among its members.
